Hazard of Tacoma, Chairman Wilson of 
the Ways and Means Conimittee writes:

That conference wanted the interstate 
commerce law enforced, and was per- 
suaded by Judge Cowen and other rail- 
road attorneys that an amendment to 
legalize pooling agreements made with 
the approval of the Interstate Commis- 
sion would strengthen the hands of that 
body and enable it to exact from the rail- 
roads strict compliance with all provi- 
gions of the amended law. The idea 
seems to have been accepted by the con- 


ference that, if the railroads were re- 
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lieved from the restraints of competition 
and permitted to emter into enforceable 
pooling contracts and earn enough on 
business between competing points to 
pay fair dividends on their watered 
stocks, they would no longer disobey the 
provisions against discriminations or 


| disregard and nullify the commission's 


regulation of tha charges on business 
at points where they have no competi- 
tion. And this is the plea on which 
Congress is now asked to pass the Pat- 
terson bill. 

‘We have little hope that the interstate 
law as amended by this bill will have 
any such effect. We do not see how the 
abolition of the law of free competition, 
the only law that ever has controlled 
railroad corporations, can suddenly 
make them respectful and obedient to 
the laws which they habitually violate 


with impunity. It indicates that Con- 


gress not only despairs of controlling 
them by enforcing its own laws against 
them, but is willing to legalize any crime 
they wish to commit against the common 
law and the. wholesome natural laws al 
free competition in trade.
